in the incidence of communicable diseases. Some ecrees show en increrse in the 
number of crses of dysentery but no wide spread epidemics herve occurred. It is 


still too ecerly, however, to mrke eny vrediction with regerd to typhoid fever 
end other diserses which heve a moderrtely or lengthly incubsetion period. 
Heelth officers in the effected areas are urged to continue utmost vigil-nce 


in this regrrd.

The trensfer of edministrative responsibi'ity of the Seamen's Insurence 
Lew from the Ministry of Welfere to the Ministry of Transportation, es prev- 
lously reported, hes been delayed for the purpose of conducting further study 
regerding the desirability of such e move. The Seemen's Insurence, membership 
of approximetely 100,000, is the most comprehensive sociel insurence progrem

With the Vorkmen's Compensation Insurance Lew, effective 1 September, 
emendments to the Heelth Insurance and Welfere Pension Insurance Laws elso be- 
ceme effective. The principal changes in the above amendments were the dif- 
ference in coverege as to occupationel and non-occupationel disabilities. The 


- new lew will cover occupationel and the emended laws will cover non-occupetion- 


el disabilities, except Yelfrere Pension which will continue to cover pensions 
end permenent disebilities, regardless of ceuse.

Normelly the July rete is higher 
then thet of June but the reletive increrse hss ususlly been less. During the 


first three months of 1947 the birth rete closely epproximeted the medien monthly : 


rete during the 7-year neriod, 1935-1941. Since fnril of this yeer the birth 
rete hes exhibited the usual seasonsel fluctuctions but hes remeined at e higher 
level than in the pest. The rete in July of this yerr (34.7), for exemple, wes 
epproxinetely 38 percent higher then the medirn July rete (25.2) for the period 
1935-1941. The birth rrte in July 1946 wes 25.1. 


Desths: Derths toteiicd 97,663 in July compered with $5,920 in June. The 
derth rete ner 1,000 ponulrtion (14.7) wes epproximaetely 10 percent higher then 


in June (12.4). In the nest the July death rete hrs usuelly been epproxinetely 


12 percent higher thrn in June, The monthly deeth retes in 1947 heve followed 
the usurl seesonel prttern but hrve been below the medien monthly retes for the 
Jeyeer period, 1935-1941, The July 1947 death rete (14.7) wes evoroxinrtely 15 
percent less then the median July rete (17.4) for the period 1935-1941.

DIGEST OF WEEKLY REPORT OF COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 
IN JAPAN FOR THE beg ENDING 20 SEPTEMBEF 1947 


During the week ending 20 Sapboubos 1947 there wes reported a totel of 
13,822 erses of communicable disease. This wes well below the totel (16,940) 
reported in the preceding week; there were, however, no reports received from 
5 of the 46 prefectures. The prefectures (Ivete, Yamegeta, Wakayama, Oita, 
end Miyazeki) which did not submit reports for the current week, accounted "fox 
@ tote] of 1,265 communicable disease cases in the preceding veoh: &pproxi- 
mately 80 percent of the total current cases were credited to tuberculosis 
(75972), whooping cough (2,026), pneumonia (1,071), meesles (856), end influ- 
enze (15). No dete on deaths for these Gaseracs were aveileble, 


The remaining 12 communicable diseases included in this report andes 
for 2,782 ceses end 411 deaths currently compared with 3,936 ceses end 492 
deaths in the preceding week, Of these 12 acute communiceble diseeses, dysen< 
tery (1,328 crses end 288 deeths) accounted for epproximately 48 percent of — 
the cases and 70 percent of the deaths. 


Diphtherie ceses (333) decreesed epproximately 15 percent from 390 in the 
preceding week, Deaths increased from 7 to 19. The current end cumulative 
cese retes per 100,000 population per annum were 22,3 end 37.2 respectively. 
Corresponding ceeth rates were 1.3 and 3.2. 


Dysentery continued to decline, The number of cases (1,328) in the cur- 
rent week were neerly 40 percent less than the number (2,135) reported lest 
week, Deaths decrersed nearly 20 percent from 353 to 283, The current and 
ecvunuletive cese retes were 88,8 and 58,5 respectively, Corresponding death 
rates were 19,3 and 10.4, 


Typhoid fever cases decreased more than 25 percent from 788 to 582 in the 
current week, Deaths declined nearly 30 percent from 87 to 62. There would 
heve been en apprecieble decrease in Typhoid fever even if the 5 prefectures 
for which no reports were received herd meintained their previous level, The 
current end cumuletive cerse retes were 38.9 and 24.3 respectively. Current 
end cumuletive deeth rates were 4,1 and 2.9. 


The number of psratyphoid fever crses (124) wes more then 40 percent less 
than in the preceding week (215), There were 7 deaths currently compared with 
11 lest week, The current and cumulative case rates wore 8.3 and 6,5 respec- 


tively. The current and cunulative death retes (9.5 and 0, 4) were alnost equele 


&s in the previous week, there was one cese of smallpox reported in Hok- 
keido and no deaths, The current and cumulative cese retes were 9.1 end 0.7 
respectively. The cumulative death rate wes 0.1. 


There were 2 crses and no deaths renorted for typhus fever this week com-= 
pared with 5 cases end 1 desth previously. The current and cumulative crse 
retes were 0.1 end 1.8. The cumuletive death rate was 0.1. 


Feported ceses of melaria (318) were epproximately 9 percent higher then 
in the previous week (293), Decreases were recorded in most prefectures but 
sufficiently high increases were reported in 4 prefectures to produce an in- .
